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A Crisis That Involves Us All 

There is a crisis in Canada today as serious as 
any heretofore faced by this young country. It is the 
current crisis in education which involves us all. The 
fact that this severe situation is now being faced up 
to by all intelligent men and women across the length 
and breadth of the land is amply demonstrated in the 
preparations, now almost competed, for the largest 
peace-time conference ever held in Canada. 

Industry and labor, the teaching profession and 
parents are revealing clearly that they can co-operate 
ably, with determination and imagination when the 
cause is just and urgent. The cause of education in 
Canada today could not be more just — nor more 
desperately urgent. 

Chairman of the Canadian Conference on Educa¬ 
tion, which is to be held in Ottawa, Feb. 17-20, is one 
of Canada’s most outstanding men. Renowned the 
world over for his remarkable research into the 
human brain, Dr. Wilder Penfield is noted for his wide 
interests and his concern for the educational status of 
Canada’s young people. 

He will preside over an exceedingly impressive 
and enlightened gathering of leading Canadian men 
and women in the educational, industrial, labor and 
artistic fields whose sole aim will be to excavate deep 
into the primary causes of the present crisis. They 
will be marshalling all their forces for a fresh, large 
and long-scale attack upon every facet of the educa¬ 
tional problem in this country. 

The way for their herculean task has been paved 
to some extent by the prodigious work of eight pro¬ 
gram commissions that have been assembling fact and 
opinion from every corner of the land for the past 
twelve months. Each commission has dealt with but 
one phase of the vast problem: buildings, equipment, 
finance, higher education, the role of the home, 
quantity and quality of teachers, organization and 
curricula, education for leisure, special needs. 

Some 700 delegates from every province in the 
country, representing a wide variety of lay interests 
as well as all levels of education, will attend this 
major gathering. 

A. L. Schrag, Superintendent of Schools for the 
County of Vulcan, will be an official delegate in his 
capacity of Chairman of the School Education Com¬ 
mittee of the provincial Federation of Home and 
School Associations. 

The Canadian Conference or. Education, of which 
George G. Croskery, Secretary of the Canadian 
Teachers’ Federation, is Director, is being held because 
of a national crisis that involves us all. 

If each of us feels and assumes our own responsi¬ 
bility at this time, the Conference can be the start of 
a new march, a new focus in Canadian schools and 
universities — and new opportunities for the widest 
possible, imaginative use of our most valuable resource 
the wealth of young talent this country possesses. 

Civil Survival 

Civil Defence, about which there is intermittently 
a good deal of discussion in Canada and the United 
States, might more appropriately be named civil sur¬ 
vival. Any means of defence that may be devised 
against attack by bombs or rockets is a military mat¬ 
ter. If the attackers elude the defenders and unload 
their cargoes, the problem becomes civilian. The 
question then is not how to fight but how to survive. 
For some a further question may be whether survival 
is worth while, after all that made life pleasant has 
been destroyed. 

It may be assumed that Canada does not want a 
war with any other country, but it must also be as¬ 
sumed that, if Great Britain or the United States were 
attacked by Russia, Canada would be involved almost 
immediately and Canadian cities would become tar¬ 
gets, whether or not there were a formal declaration 
of war. Organizations for civil survival would then be 
needed, but not necessarily in the cities under attack. 
A bomb that wiped out a city would also wipe out 
most of the persons there who had been trained to 
deal with such an emergency. The survivors would 
have to improvise their own methods of continuing to 
survive and of protecting what property remained. 
They would have to count on some help from outside 
communities. 

Perhaps the emphasis on training should be 
placed on the smaller communities who would be 
called upon to aid the cities. It may be easier to or¬ 
ganize classes for survival in large centres of popula¬ 
tion, but it might be more practical to give the train¬ 
ing to residents of the Cariboo, the Peace River Dis¬ 
trict, Muskoka, the I.aurentians, the Gaspe and in¬ 
terior New Brunswick. As those citizens are ac¬ 
customed to deal with the vagaries of nature as a mat¬ 
ter of course, they probably could cope with a bomb 
disaster more readily than persons softened by genera¬ 
tions of city life.

There is still another way of ef¬ 
fectively controlling wild oats, 
says W. Lobay, Alberta’s Super¬ 
visor of Soils and Weed Control, 
especially in heavily infested fields. 
It is by shallow tilling stubble in 
lute fall to cover scattered wild 
oat seeds. Practically any tillage 
implement can be used providing 
the primary aim is fulfilled — to 
supply a seedbed for wild oats 
which will promote rapid germina¬ 
tion in spring. 

Two important factors must be 
kept in mind about this fall culti¬ 
vation method. Cultivations should 
be to a sufficient depth to induce 
growth and yet not too deep to 
bury the seed and prevent its ger¬ 
mination, and the seed on the soil 
surface should be given a chance 
to dry before it is turned under. 
Regardless of the weather one or 
more of the suggested cultural 
practices can be applied and will 
effectively reduce the wild oat 
problem.

The most devastating forest fire 
In Canada’s history was the Mira- 
michi holocaust of 1825 which 
swept through three million acres 
in New Brunswick and Maine, tak¬ 
ing 160 lives. In 1871, the Peshtigo 
fire in Wisconsin raged through 
1,280,000 acres, with a casulty list 
of more than 1500 persons.
